questing a new trial were cited by 
defense counsel in1 the petition. 
They are: That the verdict was 
against the evidence, against the 
weight of the evidence, against the 
law and that the charge of the 
court was prejudicial to the de- 
fendant.

ness stand that he dealt a fatal 
blow on the head to Jahan Jack- 
anyics, 65, with
